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INTERESTING NOTES FROM... 
Would YOU risk a curse from Brigham Young to find a ledge of ''wire gold!''? 


John Croslin (or Crossland), a Mormon, who operated the Rowberry Sawmill near 





Twin Springs southeast of Lake Point in the 1860's apparently found a rocky ledge & 


"heavily laced with gold''. Dutifully reporting the find to Brigham Young, Croslin 

received a tirade from Young who said "If you Elders want to go gold mining, go and 
be damned! | would not give a picayune to keep you from damnation!'' He also said 

that a curse would befall Croslin or anyone who developed the golden ledge. 


Croslin dared not ignore the Prophet's warning so did nothing about working the 
ledge but when pestered by neighbors who had heard of the find, he did admit knowing 
where it was and once said he could stand in the doorway of the sawmill and look into 
the canyon where the ledge was hidden. Only a few years later, his brother-in-law 
began selling pieces of raw gold in Lake Point and Tooele and it was assumed that 
Croslin had told him where to find the gold. When the brother-in-law was found dead 
in the edge of the foothills without a mark on the body, Croslin said it was Brigham 
Young's curse. Croslin died in a mill accident shortly afterward and two young men 
(perhaps his nephews) claimed they had a map that Croslin had made. They may have 
found the ledge for they got into a fight and one was killed and the other banished 
from Utah and warned never to return. With 3 dead and | exiled, many believed in the 
curse. Bill Hickman (a fugitive with a murder charge over his head) befriended the 
widow of Croslin to gain the secret of the gold site, but with the lawmen hot on his 
trail, he fled to Wyoming and met his death. The lady became an outcast among the 
Mormons so now there were 4 dead, 1 exiled, and 1 outcast. Still think you'd like. to 
find the Golden Ledge? 


Until Brigham Young's death in 1877, no one dared to search for the potential mine. 
Whether anyone has done so since is unknown but no record exists of it being found.

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THE STORY OF JESSE KNIGHT, ''MORMON WIZARD"! NG LU

Jesse had been hearing for years about the rich mines of the Tintic District. 
As the miners and prospectors passed through the valley on their way to the diggings, 
the stories he heard convinced him that he should spend some time in the Tintic hills. 
Before long, he was making regular prospecting trips there. One day, as he stood 
alone on the eastern slope of Godiva Mountain, looking down into the valley, he heard 
a voice say, ''This country is here for the Mormons.'' Jesse was overwhelmed by the 
feeling that the message had to do with mining and with the place where he was standing, 
so,from that day on, Jesse confined his prospecting to the east side of Godiva Mtn. 


Now Jesse Knight had no training as a geologist so he depended upon his 
observations of the lime rock and ores which came from other mines. Using the 
knowledge he had gained, he soon found a spot that he knew was right. Since he had 
so little knowledge of mining, the first thing he did was to find a miner named 
John Roundy. Jesse knew money would be hard to come by so he offered Roundy a part- 
nership in the mine. Roundy was indignant and told him, ''l don't want any part of 
this damned old humbug!'' As Roundy filled out the claim papers, he turned to Jesse 
and asked, ''well, how do you want this claim recorded?'' Jesse just smiled and 
replied, ''Well, you called it a humbug, that's good enough for me.'' And that is how 
the multi-million dollar Humbug Mine got its name. 








Jesse lost no time setting to work on his claim. He and his son, Will, built 
a small one room shack and Jesse hired two of the best single jack men in the district. ; 
One day as the men walked into the deepening tunnel, Jesse turned to his son and said, 
"Will...1 want to tell you something... We are going to have money...All the money we 
want aS soon as we are in a’position to handle it properly. We will also some day 
save the credit of the Church.'' Will couldn't believe what he had heard! His father 
had heavily mortgaged the family farm for the money he need to work the claim and the 
debts of the L.D.S. Church were over one million dollars!! 


In August 1896, Jesse's prophecy began to be fulfilled. Work had progressed about 
150 feet. Jesse had been moving the rock out in a wheelbarrow. His hands were cut 
and blistered but on he worked. One day, as he cleared away the rock, there it was--- 
a vein of the richest silver ore ever seen in the Tintic District! Everyone else was 
amazed but Jesse Knight wasn't surprised. He'd known it was there all the time. 
He loaded his wheelbarrow with the ore and made his way to a small platform outside 
the mine. As the men gathered around him, he dumped the ore onto the platform and 
said, ''l have done the last day's work that | ever expect to do where | take another 
man's job from him. | expect to give employment and make labor from now on for other 
people.'' Again, Jesse's words were carried out literally as in his lifetime thousands 
were employed by him. 


And now Jesse had only begun. The second load of ore from the Humbug brought 


$11,189.05 and he turned to other claims on Godiva Mountain. The first claim he 
purchased was the Uncle Sam. This claim cost him $25,000, payable in installments.

Purchase of this claim at such a price seemed crazy to many at the time but Jesse 
Knight couldn't be stopped once he had set his mind. The tunnel at the Uncle Sam 
was extended 350 feet without a sign of the vein until Jesse walked into the mine 
to talk to the superintendent. 


"Turn the shaft to the right'', Jesse told him. ''But there's no reason to", 
the superintendant replied. ''Turn it to the right'', Jesse told him again. So, to 
the right the work was: directed and, within hours, the vein appeared. Soon the people 
around Eureka were talking about the Mormon Wizard who could see the veins of silver 
through solid rock!! 


By the spring of 1897, a town was being built above Eureka--a town that would 
be called Knightsville in honor of its benefactor. It didn't take long for the miners 
to start calling the boss "'Uncle'' Jesse. He took a keen interest in the people who 
worked for him. Often he could be seen in the depths of the mines talking to his 
men, but his concern also extended into their daily lives. He allowed no saloons, 
bars, gambling or prostitution in his towns and any man who neglected his family in 
favor of liquor or other vices was dismissed. 


He also strongly believed that his men should attend church so he gave them 
Sundays off and gave them an appropriate raise in pay to keep their pay at the same 


3 level. 


Uncle Jesse had only made a small start and he wasn't done yet. On around 
Godiva Mountain, he moved--buying claims as he went. Each time he would direct the 
work at’ the mine and each time the wealth would flow into his hands. Even here, 
Uncle Jesse couldn't slow down. Before long, the list of Knight companies seemed 
endless. Investment companies, mining and smelting, farms, coal companies, sugar 
and irrigation companies, as well as banks, to name only a few. Jesse became a 
repected and loved man in many ways to both Mormon and non-Mormon alike. He stood 
by his convictions and his church. The millions which came to him were, he felt, a 
stewardship that had been entrusted to him. 


His Church was saved from bankruptcy by his contributions and when the time came 
to build Brigham Young University, it was Uncle Jesse Knight who stood ready to build 
it. He gave $65,000 to the building of the school and, in later years, a $100,000 
endowment and, finally, 540 acres of land. 


Jesse Knight died March 4, 1921 and not many people remember him today. Students 
stroll past the Jesse Knight building at BYU and treasure hunters roam the towns 
that he built, but few remember the boy who searched the fields for sego roots and 
eventually became ''Uncle Jesse'' to everyone who knew him.

BY-LAWS 
of the 
NATIONAL UTAH TOKEN SOCIETY 


ARTICLE 1 - MEMBERSHIP 


le Any person of good character, 18 years of age or more, and interested 
in the objects or pursuits of this organization, and recomménded by at least 
one member of the Society in good standing, and subject to approval as here- 
inafter provided, may become a member of this Society. 


Zi Any person of good character, under 18 years of age, and interested in 

the objects or pursuits of this organization, upon application therefor, and 
recommended by at least one member of the Society in good standing, and subject 
to the approval as hereinafter provided, AND with proper parental guarantees as 
to performance of contractual obligations, and adherence to these By-laws, may 
become a Junior Member of this Society. 


3.5 Any person who has rendered outstanding service in the field of Exonumia, 

or in any of its branches, or whose interest or patronage has been of outstanding 
advantage or service, or whose talents, contributions, or endeavors, either 
artistically, or scientifically merit special recognition, may be nominated 

by the Governing Board for, and upon unanimous approval of the members present 

at any regular meeting, be declared an honorary member of this Society. 


4, The President and Governing Board have the discretion to establish the 
procedures and set forth the requirements for membership to this Society. 


Ss Notice to members against whom any complaint is received shall be given at 
least FIVE (5) days prior to the time of consideration of any such complaint by 
the Governing Board of this Society and, the member shall be entitled to appear 
and state his position in the matter to the Governing Board sitting as an 
investigating body. After thorough examination of the facts, and, if in the 
opinion of a majority of the Governing Board, the action of the member complained 
of is such as to warrant the expulsion or removal of such member from the Society, 
the Governing Board shall review a brief summary of the matter in factual form 
and determine whether removal or expulsion of such individual member shall be had. 


Proceedings in such matters shall be had on such reasonable notice, but not 
less than TEN (10) days in any case, as may be prescribed by the Governing Board 
at its discretion, and the time and place shall be such as to permit the member 
concerned to have reasonable opportunity to present such facts or argument or 
other statements as he may desire, and, the Governing Board may adjourn any such 
hearing to further the attendance of the member concerned, his representative(s), 
witnesses, or counsel. 
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ARTICLE I! - DUTIES OF OFFICERS By-Laws of

Lis The PRESIDENT shall preside at all meetings of the Society and of the 
Governing Board, and it shall be his duty to preserve order at these meetings. 

He shall appoint all such Committees, either standing or otherwise, as may be 
necessary or provided for in connection with Society activities. He shall 

approve all expenditures, and countersign all disbursement orders or checks, 

and shall be ex-officio, a member of all committees, and he shall supervise and 
coordinate the work of all special committees, and generally supervise the 

affairs of the Society, in accordance with the provisions of the articles of 
incorporation, these By-Laws, and the policies promulgated by the Governing Board. 


2s The VICE-PRESIDENT shall perform any or all of the duties of the President 
in the latter's absence, or when called upon by the President to do so. He will 
head up the Election Committee and will appoint two (Z) other committee members 
from the Society's membership. 


be The SECRETARY shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Society and of 
the Governing Board in a minute book to be provided for such purpose. He shal] 
carry on all correspondence and perform such other duties as may be assigned by 
the Society and its Governing Board. The Secretary will be charged with the 
responsibility for the minutes for the present year and the minutes of years 
previous shall be held for a period of at least seven (7) years in case of audit. 





4, The TREASURER shall receive all monies paid into the Society, and handle or 
deposit the same in such manner or in such depositary as may be designated by the 
Governing Board. He shall pay all bills and accounts of the Society, as and when 
ordered or authorized by the Governing Board, the Society, or the President 
acting within the scope of his authority, all of which shall be approved by the 
President or Vice-President, and to sign all checks or orders for the payment of 
the Society's funds, and he shall keep an accurate record of all receipts and 
expenditures, together with such supporting data or vouchers as may be required, 
and, shall furnish such statements of the financial position of the Society upon 
all necessary, convenient, or stated periods, and, he shall submit all records 

to the Governing Board, or a committee thereof, for an annual audit. A summary of 
all checks paid out during the current month shall be given to the Board at its 
regular meeting, along with a summary of the bank balance for the current and 
previous months, and the Treasurer, at the time of this report, shall answer any 
questions concerning the financial position of the organization. All checks 

are to be co-signed by the President, the Treasurer, or a third member of the 
Governing Board. 


5. The WAGONMASTER(S) shall be in charge of planning, organizing, and safety of 
all field trips and shall lead such trips,or appoint a substitute who is familiar 
with his plans to lead trips in his necessary absence. The Wagonmaster also is in 
charge of locating and purchasing or otherwise obtaining items for the Society's 
monthly drawing. 








6. The EDITOR is responsible for publication of the ''Token Hunter, the monthly 
newsletter of the Society. The Editor is in charge of organization, general 
content, printing, mailing and distribution of the newsletter as approved by the 
Governing Board.

ARTICLE 11 - DUTIES OF OFFICERS (continued) 


qi All officers at the time of their installation shall take a proper oath 
or affirmation, to be approved or prescribed by the Governing Board,, which 
oath, among other things, shall provide that all property of the Society 
belonging to it shall be promptly delivered up to any successor or successors 
of any such office or officer. 


8, The GOVERNING BOARD of this Society shall consist of the above-named 
officers with the Past President as an ex-officio member.

I When any member is searching an area on field trips and finds something 
of interest or value, that member has the right to continue the search alone 
unless he/she specifies otherwise. Other members should given him/her at least 
a 15 ft. circle from the original find as common courtesy, until he/she states 
that this area is open to all members and that he/she is through searching the 
area or wants to share it with other members. 


This By-law should be upheld by all members except when two or more members, 
or the entire club have made prior arrangements to search an area as a team or 
group. In this case, a decision as to what shall be done with recovered articles 
should be made before the search is begun. 


2. Whenever the gender designation of ''he'' or ''him'' has been used, it is expected 
that this applies equally to the Society's female members, and the male designation 
was used for purposes of simplification. 


ARTICLE VII! - AMENDMENTS 


These By-laws may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the members 
constituting a quorum present at any regular, or annual, or special meeting of 
the Society, providing that at least ten (10) days prior a written notice as to 
the nature or kind of amendments proposed to be adopted or acted upon has been 
previously delivered personally or through the mails with First Class postage 
prepaid to each member in good standing and entitled to vote thereon.
